PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION. 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive 
together in union of interest and effort, element, of suc- 
cess for the advancement of Christ’s kingdom; therefore, 
we, the Missionary Baptists of this section of North Car- 
olina, agree to form ourselves into an association for mu- 
tual help, having in view the following objects: 


1. The establishment of union among our churches up- 
on principles embracing discipline, government and or- 
ganization, to encourage among our’ brethren by all 
Christian means industry, education, self reliance, gen- 
eral improvement and spiritual advancement, and to 
preach the gospel as far as our ability will permit. To 
secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God and to each 
other to sustain the principles embodied in our econsti- 
tution. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art. 1. This association shall be known as the Union 
Missionary Baptist Association. The object shall be sub- 
stantially as enumerated in the above preamble. 

Art. 2. The officers shall consist of a president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer, corresponding secretary, 
auditor and executive board of seven members. These 
officers shall be elected annually by the association. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the president to preside 
at all meetings of the association, decide points of order 
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and sign all orders drawn on the treasurer of the asso- 
ciation. He is’ also ex-officio president of the executive 
board. He shall only vote in ease of a tie. 

Art. 4. The vice president shall assume the duties of 
president in his absence. 

Art. 5. Th secretary shall keep a correct record of all 
proceedings of the association and prepare the same for 
publication, superintend the printing and distribution of 
the minutes; he shall keep all books and staitonary be- 
longing to the association. 

- Art 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong- 
ing to and collected during the sitting of the association, 
and to pay cut the same upon the order of the associa- 
tion, all orders being signed by the president and coun- 
tersignd by the corresponding secretary. 

Art. 7. The corresponding secretary ska!l conduet the 
correspondence relating to the business of the association ; 
he shall be secretary of executive board of the associa- 
ticn and shall countersign all orders on the treasurer. 

Art. 8. The auditors shall examine the accounts of the 
treasurer and make annual report of its condition to 
this body. 

Art. 9. The executive board of the association shall 
transact all business of the association during its recess. 

Art. 10. This body shall be composed of ordained min- 
isters belonging to the churches connected with the as- 
sociation, and messengers, chosen from the same, each 
ehurch being entitled to three mssengers, and must send 
to the association 15 cents for each member represented in 
the association—l0 cents for Hodges Institute and 5 
cents for associational purposes. 

Art. 11. Any church desiring to jein the asso* 1.ion 
may do so by letter cr messengers, the same being 1¢ -ul- 
larly organized. All mssengers to the association must 
by armed with properly credited credentials. No chureh 
will be fellowshipped in this associaticn which neglects 
to maintain gospel order. 

Art. 12. The annual session of this association shall be 
held on Thursday after the third Sunday in October of 
each year, at such places as may be selected. 

Art. 13. By appointment of the association there may 
be preached at the annual session an introductory, mis- 
slonary, educational, and doctrinal sermon. 
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Art. 14. Hach ordained minister shall pay annually 
for Hodges Institute $1:00, each heentiate 50 cents, each 
deacon 25 cents. 

Art. 15. This constitution may be amended at any an- 
nual session by a two-third vote, provided such amend- 
ment be read or offered during th first day of the ses- 
sion. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNIONS. 


Art. 1. These bodies shall be known as the church 
union of the Union Baptist association. 

Art. 2. The object shall be to supply ourselves with 
better houses of worship, to foster the spirit of union 
and mission in our churehes, among our deacons and min- 
isters on principles of righteousness as contained in ihe 
Bibl-. 

Art. 3. Its officers shall be a president, vice president, 
secretary, and treasurer, who shall be elected annually,. 
and a Home Mission Board consisting of life members 
by payment of five dollars each, and it shall be presided 
over by the same officers of the union, and make all ap- 
propriations and have charge of all home mission work. 

Art. 4. The union shall meet on Saturday before the 
fifth Sunday of each month having five Sundays at such 
places as may be chosen. 

Art. 5. There shall be devotional services at the open- 
ing of each. day’s session. 

Art. 6. There shall be an introductory, doctrinal and 
missionary sermon preached at each session ef the union. 

Art. 7. The unien shall be composed of messengers 
chosen of the churehes and deacons and ministers belong- 
ing to the same. 

Art. 8. Each church may be represented by letter and 
messenger by payment of two cents for each member rep- 
resented, one cent for building funds and one cent for ex- 
penses and missions. Each chureh is entitled to two 
messengers. 

Art. 9. This constitution may be amended at any an- 
nual meeting of the union by a two third vote of those 
present, 
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BY-LAWS. 


Art. 1. This association shall not recognize or receive 
any chureh having as members any person excluded frum 
any other church. 

Art. 2. All churches of this body are espe?'1 ly re- 
quested to take special care of their pastor, and use all 
efforts to help them gain instruction into the ministry. 

Art. 3. From this time forward no church within the 
jurisdiction cf this association shall ordain any minister 
to preach unless he ean write his name and read _ the 
Bible. 

Art 4. Any elder or minister found intoxicated or 
who shall visit places of il reput such as bar-rooms or 
knowingly indulge in any immorality, such as living in 
cohabitation without being lawfully married, or acting 
in any manner, such as will bring reproach upon the Bap- 
tist faith and profession, shall be called before a council 
of elders and dealt with for breach of good behavior. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


Art. 1. The president and secretary shall hold their 
offices from their election at one sessien until the election 
of officers at the next session, and it shall be their duty 
to occupy their respective stations and proceed regularly 
to organization. 

Art. 2 The president shal! call the association to order 
cr in his absence the vice president shall act and if he is 
absent the secretary must open the session. 

Art. 3. There shall be devotional services at the open- 
ing of each day’s session. 

Art. 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter 
or other evidence of election. Letters read and other sta- 
tistical matter noted. ; 

Art. 5. Visiting brethren from other associations, not 
delegates, may be invited to seats by a majority vote of 
the body. 

Art. 6. The association shall proceed to organize by 
electing a president, vice president, secretary and treas- 
urer, who, when elected, shall take their satse.
